PHILADELPHIA <AP> — A 


special federal court announced 
Tuesday it is preparing a 35-day 
stay of its ruling that the 1963 
Pennsylvania Legislative Rcan- 
portionment Acts are unconsti- 
tutional, thus 
permitting 
the 


April 28 pnmary election to pro- 
ceed as scheduled. 


The 15-day stay will expire 


April 29, one day after the elec- 
tion. 


Judge Albert B. Marls of the 


XT. S. Court of Appeals announc- 
ed the stay would be filed in Hie 
Federal Court at Scranton either 
late 
Tuesday 
or 
Wednesday. 


Judge Maris headed 
special 


three-judge court that found lha 
acts unconstitutional. 


Stay Flexible 


Shortly after hearing argu- 


ments 
in 
the case 
Tuesday, 


Judge Maris said the stay order 


was being prepared. He added 
that if on or before April 29, 
stale Ally. Gen. Walter E. Ales- 
sandroni files » notice of ap|ieal 
with the U. S. Supreme Court, 
the stay will be continued until 
the highest court in the land 
hands down a decision. 


Alcssandroni said he will start 


preparing the appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court Immediately and 
would meet Uie 35-day deadline. 


The attorney general said the 


effect of the stay would be to 
permit the April 28 primary to 
he conducted under guidelines of 
the 1963 acts that were declared 
invalid last week by Judge Mar- 
ls and his two colleagues, Dis- 
trict Court Judges William J. 
Ncalon and Michael R. Sheri- 
dan. 


Alcssandroni said the notice at 


appeal to be filed with the U. S. 


Supreme Court does not mean 
that It will hear Immediate ar- 
gument, or that tlicrc will he an 
early decision In the case. 


In all probability, the attorney 


general said, argument will not 
be heard until next October's 
term of the Suprec Court, with 
a decision coming later, maybe 
late in the year or early next 
5'car. 


In view of this expected delay, 


Alessandroni said the November 
general election also prabahly 
will be'conducted under the 1%3 
acts.

proving a person for mortgage 
insurance, the FHA would assess 
the person's interest in the prop- 
erty, his ability to pay and Die 
amount of the money tho bor- 
rower would be willing lo put 
into the deal. 


"Congress has enabled us to 


do away with regular mortgage 
patterns," Connell said. 


Lyons also explained the FHA 


has a program for building low 
rental housing to accommodate 
displaced 
persons. 


He said Ihe big advantage in 


the rental housing is the avail- 
ability of money at three and 
throe-eights per com. The only 
groups eligible lo build this type 
housing arc public agencies— 
olhcr than public housing au- 
thorities, non-profit groups or 
cooperative owners. 


Lyons also said a limited divi- 


dend corporation would be eligi- 
ble for s\ich a low-interest loan. 
He defined such a corporation 
as one that earns six per cent 
on its total investment in a year. 


Connell Ftud to be eligible to 


live in Ihose renlal unils a fam- 
i ly would h ave to con form to 
certain income limits. Such lim- 
its have not been set for the 
Slroudshurg area, ho said.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Penta- 


gon 
policies and presidential 


politics boiled up a storm of de- 
bate over VS. military might 
Tuesday, and the Defense De- 
partment said this nation holds 
an Increasing margin of supe- 
riority over the Soviet Union. 


"Questions have been raised 
. . regarding the magnitude of 


our superiority and whether it 
is continuing to grow," the Pen- 
tagon said in an unusual state- 
ment that made public hitherto 
classified figures on U.S. and 
Soviet bombers and missiles. 


"The fact is It has been in- 


creasing and we Intend that it 
shall continue to increase," the 
statement said. 


It came a few hours 
after 


publication of congressional tes- 
timony in which Gen. Curtis E. 
LcMay, Air Force chief of staff, 
said he thinks the Soviet Union 
has narrower! the gap of U.S. 
superiority. 


While it clearly was prompted 


by LeMay's comments, a Penta- 
gon spokesman said the state- 
ment was in reply to a number 
of charges about U.S. defense 
policies, including statements by 
Sen. Barry Goldwalcr, R-Ariz. 


Goldwater, who seeks the Re- 


publican 
presidential 
nomina- 


tion, said he has never played 
"a numbers game1' on questions 
of military power. 


The Arizona senator said he 


has voiced concern because no 
new weapons systems are being 
developed now, and he fears the 
United States could lose ils mili- 
tary margin in the next decade. 


The Pentagon statement in- 


cluded these figures: 


—The United States has 540 


strategic bombers on constant 
alert, in contrast to 270 Soviet 
heavy and medium bombers. 


—The Air Force has about 750 


nlerconlinenlal 
ballistic mis- 


siles on launchers, while Ihe 
Russians have fewer Ujan one- 
fourth that number. 


"We have 102 Polaris missiles 


deployed. The Soviets have sub-

Asks For New Trial 


POTTSVILLE, Pa. (AP)—Lil- 


lian Reis, a flashy brunette who 
rose from New York's Hell's 
Kitchen lo ownership of a razzle 
dazzle night club in Philadelphia 
was convicted Tuesday oE mas- 
terminding a fantastic burglary 
nearly five years ago. 


A jury o£ eight women and 


four mczi look slighlly more 
lhan seven hours lo find that 
Ihe 34-year-old Miss Jleis inspir- 
ed the looting of a safe in. the 
home of John B. Rich, Potts- 
ville coal magnate, in August, 
1959. 


Another jury, which tried Miss 


Reis the first lime in the fall of 
1962, 
deadlocked hopelessly af- 


ter far longer deliberation. That 
Jury was reported to have bog- 
gled over the circumstantial na- 
ture of Uie evidence. 


Robert Simone, defense coun- 


sel, promptly moved -for a new 
trial, and was told to put it in 
writing. He said it would bo 
done 
in 
f o u r 
days. 
Judge 


Charles Slaudenmeier of Schuyl- 
kill County Court, held up sen- 
tencing pending action on the 
defense motion. Miss Reis could 
get 25 years in prison. 


Miss Reis, who in th<> weeks 


before this trial was treated for 
nervous disorders, took Ihe ver- 
dict calmly. Clad in a pink suit 
and a black blouse, with a girl- 
ish bow in her hair, .she listen- 
ed carefully as the verdict was 
read 
and 
Ihe jurors 
polled. 


Only now and Ihen did she dab 
at her eyes with a flowered 
handkerchief. 


The judge raised bail 
from 


510,000 to Sl.-j.OOO, and ordered 
Miss Reis lo jail until lha money 
was raised. In loss lhan two 


hours it was raised nnd Miss 
Reis headed for Philadelphia. 


Thus ended the retrial, which 


started a little more than a 
month ago and again sol before 
Ihe court the anatomy of a melo- 
drama whose 
every 
develop- 


ment seemed to outstrip all the 
others in sensation.

Robert P o u l s o n and Ralph 
Slaino Jr., Die latter Miss Reis1 
one-time floor manager -

State College Crisis 


In a current series of articles .on this 


page, Mason Denison has turned the 
spotlight of his "Pennsylvania Story" 
on the unpredictable way Pennsylvania 
treats its 1-1 state colleges and more pri- 
vate institutions which receive state aid. 


The story is not new in East Strouds- 


burg-, where one of the 14 state colleges 
is located. But it is new indeed for the 
jiroblem to be heard in Harnsburg, 
where legislators and administrators 
and srovernors have turned a deaf ear 
for years. 


While the fiR-ures change from year to 


year, this is the problem in brief: 


About 20 private or semi-public c:ol- 


Ip.aes and universities receive about. ?-!2 
million in outright state gran Is in aid 
each year while (he 1-1 official state col- 
leges receive about $15 million, 


; Pennsylvania State University Rets 
I1i<> lion's share, or about $28 million, 
fw\ does not have to account to Die 
lr™isliltiire or the taxpayers for one 
prnny of it. 


In slransre contrast stand the 11 sinte 


colleges which get no money outright. 
They receive monetary credits which 
require approval in Harrisbiirjr of every- 
thing- from pencils and wastepnpcr bas- 
kets to teacher salaries, item by item. 


An even more incredible contrast is 


provided by (he system for stale aid (o 
build new college buildings. In the last 


year the state built $151 million worth 
of new buildings for slate-aided private 
institutions and gave them away, liter- 
ally. 


But at the 1<1 stale colleges, students 


must pay $3 a week fees lo pay for new 
buildings like Ihose now jroinjr up in 
Kast Sti'oudsburg. Thai is blatantly un- 
fair to state college students. 


Nevertheless the crazy system of 


slate aid to private and semi-public 
institutions continues to function with- 
out major taxpayer protest. It is amaz- 
ing that the giveaway has gone on for 
so long. 


This system is unknown in nil but 


two states — Vermont and Maryland, 
which give a combined total of $7fi'1,- 
000 to private institutions. In no others 
does (lip .stale give public funds to pri- 
vate colleges. 


Some of the private colleges gelling 


Pennsylvania taxpayer's money should 
lie chopped off the dole. Others should 
be cut back. And all should be forced 
to give audited accountings of how their 
state aid was spent. 


In (lie meantime, the I I state colleges 


could be run much more efficiently and 
sensibly if the too rigid restrictions on 
minute spending were liberalized. They 
should have to account for their spend- 
ing of taxpayers money too. l-'ul not for 
every pencil. 


Republican Panama Solution 


The liberal Republican Citizens Com- 


mittee's Critical Issues Council, lioaiied 
)jy Dr, Milton S. Eisenhower, has pro- 
posed a seven-point solution to the lin- 
gering Panama crisis. 


The seven points are: 
1. Improvements costing: $75 million 


should be made to keep the canal work- 
ing for 25 years. 


2. Canal tolls should be raised 30 ]>cr 


cent and Panama's share of the tolls 
multiplied from $1,9 million to $15 mil- 
lion.' 


3. The Canal Co. should repay its ?"1GO 


million debt to Amevican taxpayers. 


4. The United Stales should rotate 


civilian personnel in the Canal Zone. 


5. Panamanians should be trained ns 


rapidly as possible to fill better jobs in 
the canal operation. 


6. U. S. aid to Panama under the Al- 


liance for Progress should 
be 
given 


when reforms are made. 


7. The United States and Panama 


should negotiate within 25 years a new 
treaty for the canal, specifying how a 
new sea-level canal can be financed, con- 
structed and operated. 


These liberal tei-ms, coming from Eis- 


enhower Republican quarters, should 
make it easier for President Johnson to 
seek and find a new agreement with 
Panama. 


We certainly cannot, wail for the elec- 


tions tfl settle this critical issue.

Too often patients and their

emotional disturbances are "a 
family shame" and should be 
kept hidden as long as possible. 


People who normally would, 


not delay seeing a doctor for 
bronchitis, say, avoid a simi- 
lar consultation for a psycholo- 
gical disturbance, 


Facilities Overwhelmed 


The need for psychiatric care 


has expanded in the past Iwo 
decades with such rapidity that 
all clinic facilities are 
over- 


whelmed. Wailing 
lisls 
are 


long because psychiatric spe- 


cialists are arduously trained 
over a period of 
years 
and 


there are too few to meet the 
demands. 


Just as there are physical 


emergencies 
in 
medicine, so 


are there psychiatric emergen- 
cies. Your own family physi- 
cian or spiritual advisor can 
obtain for you an early con-
